H.H. [the Khedive] will be curbed either by 
a couple of Residents, or the Country will end in anarchy. 


The concluding letter of this collection is of great interest, in 
it he says: 

... Nothing will ever restore the Soudan now to peace for, even 
if success crowns the arms of Tewfik the Country is ruined and will 
require a large garrison for years. I am in hopes Donovan of the 
Daily News will go to the Mahdi and try and arrange matters in 
some way. Lord Granville’s despatch disowning Hicks would be 
fatal, to my idea to his success. Dufferin let himself be led into 
that rotten despatch by his wish for popularity. I heard a lot 
about all these things from Lawrence Oliphant at Haifa...
